OLD WOieLP GOSSIP. ■ 

Itismarck's Latest Sflhem*i-A 
UciKii of Terror in Vicuna. 

New York, Fob. 1. — A cablo speci- 
al from Loudon of Jan. 31. Bays': From 
Berlin this evening it is reported that' 
Prince Bismarck, eucouragod by tho 
tightening of the bonds of friendship 
between Germany and .Russia, has pro- 
parod a surprise for the statesmen of 
Europe in a new colonial scheme for 
tho cxtention of tho German empire 
upon an improved plan, faahionod after 
uliur. which gave Great Brition her uni- 
versal drum heat, concerning the new 
extradition treaty between Russia ami 
Germany, which tho Eundosrath to-day 
accepted for the kingdom, of Prussia, 
it is reported that the chancellor litis 
his misgivings about his ability to have 
it extended to the German empire by 
its acceptance in|the Reichstag. Serious 
and effective imposition having been 
threatened from a very largo number 
of deputies. 

TERRORIZED ItV" ANARCHISTS. 

There is a veritable reign of terror 
in Vienna in consequence of tho rigor- 
ous measures which tho Austrian Gov- 
ernment has deemed necessary to adopt 
for the repression of anarchism. HmiiJ 
drods of political spieH have lately been 
added to this regular police force. Most 
of these spies arc political adventurers, 
are without a trace of conscience or 
principle, and many aro themselves 
familiar with the interiors of prison in 
Austria, Franco an Germany. They are 
loyal to the Government by which they 
are employed, if they can make more 
money by betraying a political offender 
than by blackmailing him. No one is 
safe from their accusations, anil peo- 
ple have become timorous about discus- 
ing political affairs, even with intimate 
friends. The Government has determin- ' 
ed, if possible, to extirpate anarchism 
from tho empire before it has become 
more deeply rooted. To this end enorm- 
ous sums of money aro being spent on 
the secret service and trials and punish- 
ments of accused persons are swift and 
severe. An alleged anarchist named 
Thilman was tried yesterday afternoon 
on a charge of circulating pamphlets 
inciting to assassination and tho des 
t ruction of public property by dyna- 
mite. The trial was conducted with 
closed doors and without a jury. With 
in two hours Thilman was tried, con- 
victed of high treason anil sontensed t<> 
penal servitude for six years. 

THE VICTOR UUUO HOOM. 

The Gil Bias of Paris, which has. as- I 
aumed the task of manipulating tho r 
present Hugo boom, is out to-day with 
a proposal that all the distinguished 
men in the world contribute prose and 1 
poetical tributes to thu genius Victor 
Hugo in commemoration of his eighty- 
third birthday, which occurHon the 
20 of February. The tributes, with the 
name of the author appended to each, j 
are to bo printed in a sumptuous vol- 
ume to bo presented to the venerable 
poet and patriot.

ELECTRIC VERSUS CAS LIGHT- 
ING. 

The vestod interests in nas and oil as 
moans of lighting havo caused tho elec- 
tric light to bo subjected to tho Beverest 
tests, and tho promoters of tho latter have 
hud to Guilt every inch of tho way. Tho 
result of the long controversy has beeu 
beneficial in loading tu the perfecting of 
tho oloctric light dystonia, as it is obvi- 
ously only by giving a better and a 
cheaper light that tho latter can capture 
tho position so long and tonaeioutly hold 
by other illuminators! It iB to bo noted 

,' . »bn eWtric lit'ht has been 

brought in contrast witn uTi ... 1)>M 

former has given more light and greater 
brilliancy. On tho other hand it has 
been contended that tho electric light is 
unfavorable to health and eyesight. As 
to tho fire risk it is difficult to see that 
the electric light increases it, and its ad- 
vocates claim a considerable diminution 
of risk in that regard. Tho otl'eut upon 
the eyesight is a matter of no small im- 
portance to those whose callings require 
them to work by the aid of artificial light. 
Oculists agree that most discuses of the 
eye result from long hours' use of arti- 
ficial light, especially when it is insuffi- 
cient in quantity or unsteady. Unstoadi 
ness has been a main charge mado against 
electric lighting; but this has been almost 
completely overcome in the best im- 
proved electric lights. It is now claimed 
that in the British poatotfices where the 
olectric light is used, tho sight of letter 
B'irtors, a class of men whoso eyes are 
surely tried in their calling, lias improved. 
It is noted that in (llasgow postolnce, 
where some of tho men had resorted t>> 
spectacles whilst, gas was in use. have 
abandoned tUeui under the use of the 
brighter and hotter light, furnished by 
electricity. The British Board of Trade 
bus apparently become satisfied that elec- 
tric lighting ought to become general. 
Equally important with the elfect of arti- 
ficial lighting upon the eyes is tho effect on 
the general health of those who use itand in 
this regard electricity seems tohold aatrong 
position. Bloctric lights neither heat the air 
nor vitiate it for breathing purposes to 
any extent at all comparable to other 
methods. A scientific table, quoted by 
tho Monetary Times, shows that to pro- 
duce a given amount of light (equal to 
that of twelve caudles) by menus of tallow 
candles, twelve feet of oxygen will he 
consumed. Kiglit and three-quarter 
pounds of poisonous carbonic acid pro- 
duced and 933 cubic feet of breathing air 
will be vitiated. 

In the case o f sperm candles, these 
figures are much reduced, in that of 
paraffine oil or Beuzolu they are still 
further reduced, and in tho caHo of com 
liion gas, to give linlit equal to twelve 
sperm candles by gas, tho figures stand:

From this it appears that a room lighted 
by gas becomes heated twenty times more 
than if heated by electricity, and if tho 
more question of heat were to bo con- 
sidered, during our colder soason the 
advantage might rest with gas, just as it 
would equally appear on the side of the 
olectric light in summer weather. But 
tho question of vitiated air is a serious 
one. VVo are told of a te.it madu of gas 
and electric lights at an English musical 
festival in 1882, in which it was found 
that while the candle power of the latter 
was about fifty per cent, in excess of that 
givon by tho gas, the temperature of the 
room in a seven hours' trial was only 
raised two degrees by the electric light, 
where it was raised forty degrees by tho 
gas lights And thu vitiation of the air 
by the carbonic aciil in tho latter case was 
equal to double the breathing of the 1,800 
persons present. In the one case tho 
audience were greatly oppressed in their 
breathing, while in the other case no in 
convenience was experienced. 



PEACH OR WAR! 

On the decision of tho house to-morrow 
wilPdepeuil the future of the Indian mis- 
sion work on the Northwest Const. If Mr. 
Drake's resolution should be passed intact 
nil efforts for the civilization of the Indians 
might as well be abandoned at once, for it 
will bo impossible to convert tho natives 
into useful citizens while all about them is 
in a state of unrest if not open warfare 
The last clause of Mr. Drake's resolutions 
contains the essence of the whole thing. If 
the house should instruct the government 
to survey the land for the church mission- 
ary society they will place themselves in the 
position of interfering in u religious squab- 
ble, besides furnishing an excuse for active 
interference with (lie Methodist Indians, 
who have refused to permit a timber claim 
to be surveyed, but it is hoped the House 
will strike out the dangerous clause to- 
morrow, and refuse to sanction tho mon- 
strous doctrines promulgated by the nioin- 
lier from Cnsssinr in bis assault on .Messrs. 
Duncan, CroHby, Green and Woods. 
The duty of settling tho troubles on the 
Northwest Coast belongs to the Dominion, 
and the province has no money to spend 
in a religions war.

Dispatches from Korti to day indicate a 
serious state of affairs at the British p.> 
sitien near Motemneh. Lord Wolsely 
telegraphs the war olHce that a courier 
just arrived from titibal reports Col. Bos 
cower, commander at that place seriously 
ill, and Mahdi's forces preparing to attack 
tho British camp. The Arabs have several 
heavy guns, which are being gradually 
placed in position to bear on the British 
camp, other lield pieces being manieiiverod 
for the same purpose. Natives report that 
Mahdi has thirty thousand men scattered 
between Berber, Shondy and Melomneh, 
and thu force , at the latter place is daily 
receiving reii.f orcein cuts. 

A dispatch from Monwa says the Black 
Wutoh and Stail'ordahire regiments have 
passed the Bahami Cataract. On their 
way they destroyed the houses of Suelu- 
niau Wud Gfancz, who porpotiatod the 
massacre of Colonel Stewart and party. 
Tho robols abandoned Shakvok Bass, and 
ammunition and grain was found there. 
The Cornwall regiment is now passing tho 
Cataract. 

On his way from Gubat U< Khartoum, 
January 20, Cel. Wilson was I old by na 
tivos along the Nile that Cordon had been 
fighting hard for fifteen days. On Janu 
ary 27, the natives reported Gordon dead. 
On tho return from Khartoum to (!u!>ut, 
several natives reported tu Wilson's party 
that Gordon and all the troops who stood 
by him had been captured by El Mahdi's 
men add put to death by the latter. Dur- 
men came on board Um. Tvl.aShi."iuili 
and declared it was the intention of their 
tribe to join the Mahdi. These men, said 
Gordon, Consul Nicoli, fifty Creek and 
some soldiers wore pressed to desperat ion, 
and shut themselves in the Catholic 
church, whither they had removed a quan- 
tity of ammunition and provisions. Ad- 
vices from Gubat, dated February 1, give 
a gloomy statement about tho condition 
of Stewart's littlo army there. Men had 
been placed on three-quarter rations; 
these had been oncu supplemented with a 
bowl of beans and fresh meat. '1 he 
camels hail plenty of forage. Shondy, on 
the opposite side bank of tho Nile, and 
Metemuuh, three miles from (iubat, were 
occasionally shelled by the steamer. 
Troops are busily employed clearing 
ground in front of the camp, and in de- 
tachment work at adjoining villages. The 
main earthworks erected for the protec- 
tion of the camp from the river front has 
already been greatly strengthened. It 
was calculated they would be completed 
that night. Several men had been wound- 
ed in recent battles and died in camp 
since tho arrival of thu army at ( iubat; 
others are doing well. The remainder of 
thu Royal artillery and naval brigade 
with ten guns, including one Gardner, haB 
arri ved. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Feb. 7. — It 13 stated that the 
government is prepared to send 5,000 
troops into the Soudan. All powers ex- 
press warm sympathy with England and a 
strong desire for cl'Se allowance is evi- 
dent. Italian statesmen now see an op 
portunity for Italy to assert for herself a 
position among the first powers of Europe. 

The cabinet council has adjourned.

ENGLAND. 
LoNnoN, Feb. 6,— London has hardly 
aeen such another day as thiB of blank 
amazement, pain and wrath within the 
momory of man. In the city proper busi- 
ness has practically been suspended, and 
money wont up with a jump. 

In the absence of details of tho cal- 
amity tho English mind is not diverted 
from its full Bwing of fury against Glad- 
stone and his ministry. Never in my life 
havo I heard a man denounced as ho has 
been denounced to-day, seemingly by 
everyone. The city proper is liko one 
vast biasing globulo of wrath. Not. - a 
word is hoard auywhero in his deionco. 
In BtoroB and shops, in public places, in 
railway compartments, and generally on 
the streets there is one universal voice 
heard cursing hini and his. The savago 
presB attacks will havo boon c.iblod to 
you, but they aro as roso-wator compared 
with tlie informal expressions of public 
feelings. Tho whole volume of public 
rage, which has been gathering for a year 
[.••«. forces a ventj for itself now in tko 
wildest deuouiictailuuo. Fortunately par- 
liament is not sitting at present, and all 
the ministers, except Sir Charles Dilke 
and Chamberlain, aro away, honco there 
exists no focua for an outbreak; hut it is 
not unlikely that there will bo a turbu- 
lent demonstration when the cabinet, 
which has been hastily summoned, comes 
to meet in Downing street. If parliament 
were now sitting the opinion iB th.»t the 
ministry would collapse like a house of 
cards. Many people believe that the ter- 
rible stress will either kill or break Glad- 
stone, who is particularly apt 
to sicken in a crisis, and stories uru 
circulated i f the struggle for succession 
thai will ensue. The future policy 
Of England in the Soudan was a puzzle 
before to-day. It is a maddening chaos 
now. The only t hing certain is that two 
pence or three pence will be clapped on 
the income tax, a certainty which will 
paralyze business, kill investment and 
frighten everybody. Tho £2,000,000 
spent for wjirso than nothing has invited 
llow the spending of thirty or fnrty mil- 
lions iii order to get back to the original 
position, (lid Anglo-Indians to-night say 
that really the gravest features of the 
whole business is the destruction of Brit 
iah prestige in the eyes of the Indians, 
and that nothilli! short of doubling the 
Indian garrisons and killing Kl Mahdi at 
any cost will prevent a desperate uprising. 

ISvon without this clement the question 
is menacing beyond precedent. It ought 
to bo evident by this lime that Kl Mahdi's 
roaources and following have been 
idiotically under estimated from thy start. 
This grand stroke on tho part of the 
rebels will turn every wavering tribe on 
the desert to the side of Kl Mahdi. The 
wisest soldiers hero fear that (Jen. Stew- 
art's force and the Royal Irish force en 
tin; way will both be overborne by Bheor 
weight of numbers and masyucreed, and 
that oven Lord Wolesley may havo to 
light for his life with the turn coat tribes 
in his rear. Ar, for General Karlo, the 
previous feeling turns now to conviction 
that only a miracle can save him when 
the news of the fa'l of Khartoum spreads 
I oter the country. Besides, thoro is the 
' sinister peril of endangering India. The 
dilemma is a cruel one, and there is small 

ii n ' .?ir*.Ti n'Jr ,r r . 'he national voice is lifted 
up against t „b rntiuuiera and marplots 
who went only to got tnoinsuituo ,.oo 
their country in a tlx. 

Sir Henry Gordon, brother of "Chi- 
nese" Gordon, Buys ho is of opinion that 
Kl Mahdi s regulars, who submitted to 
Gordon in December, mutiuiod and be- 
trayed the garrison. Gordon's greatest 
fault was in placing too groat confidence 
in his men. Unless the mutineers mur- 
dered him in thu first stop of thoir rebel- 
lion, he has no fears for the general's 
Befety, which would be aimply a mutter of 
money. Ten thousand British troops are 
availalbe for service in tho Soudtui. Theso 
include eight regiments of the lino, thir- 
teen batteries of artillery and five compan- 
ies of engineers. 

Gen. Wolseley telegraphs from Korti to 
the war ollice this afternoon, that a cour- 
ier has arrived from the British camp 
near Metemneh, w ho reports that tho ro- 
bols at Metemneh havo bocuitio defiant 
since hearing of the fall of Khartoum, 
The courier also says that an attack on 
(tubal may be looked for at any moment, 
as the rebels expect reinforcements from 
Khartoum, Lord Wolseley states that 
he A'ill remain quiot pending further or- 
ders from thu government. Col. Wort- 
ley, who was in charge of the only one of 
Col. Wilson's three steamers which suc- 
ceeded in reaching (iubat from Khar- 
toum, the two others having been wreck- 
ed, has furnished n detailed report of the 
movements of the expedition. This bIiowb 
that the throe steamers in command of 
Col. Wilson reached Khartoum on tho 
28th Jan., following tho course of the 
White Nilo. On reaching Khartoum they 
found it utterly impossible to land troops. 
Then follows a description of the firing by 
tho robols and the return of the steamers. 
Continuing, Col. Wortley says: "Tho 
government house at Khartoum appeared 
to he wrecked. One man was killed and 
live wounded duridg the attack on the 
steamers. Col. Wilson's steamer was 
wrecked four miles above tho enemy's po- 
sition, below tho bottom of the Shubhicka 
cataract. Tho second steamer wa>a 
wrecked on the same day that Khartoum 
f. ll. A messenger from El Mahdi roached 
Col. Wilson on January 2Uth. He Biiid 
that Con. Gordon had adopted El Miihtli'a 
uniform. A courier brought the following 
message from ICI Mahdi: 

"I call upon vim to surrender. I shall 
not write again. If you do not become 
Mohammedans I will wipe you off the face 
of the earth." 

The statement is confirmed that Fnrii/. 
Pasbg, treacherously made terms with El 
Mahdi, whereby the latter were enabled to 
capture Khartoum.

THE SEDUCTION CASE.

Wark vb, liaymur — Action for seduo-. 
Hon, and damages placed at §20,000. The 
hearing of this caso was resumed at ton 
o'clock a. m., boforo his - lordship the 
chief justice, thb'courtroom and tho gal- 
leries again being crowded. Proceedings 
wore opened by the defendant, Jamoa 
Lawson Kaymur, taking the box for cross- 
examination by Hon. Mr. Davie, leading 
counsel for tho plaintiff. 

Tho witnosa was merely cpueationod as 
to tho ring he had presented to tho 
plaintiff's daughter, and utatod that it was 
a ring which ho had previously given to a 
young lady to whom ho had been en- 
gaged, and that when Miss Wurk mot 
him and told him that she was "all 
right," he replied that ho was glad of it, 
and gave hor the ring us a parting gift, 
stating that ho had no desiro to have any- 
thing else to do with her. 

Tho learned counsel said that .he did 
not wish to ask tho wituoss any furthor 
questions, and tho ovidenco was thus 
brought to a close. 

Mr. C. Wilson (Davio it Wilson), then 
proceeded to addresB the jury on behalf 
of ttie defendant. Tho learned counsel 
with eloquence and force of argument 
submitted that it was tho duty of the* 
prosecution to show, that as tho founda- 
tion of the caso, thero had been a loss of 
aervieo as between master and servant. 
In this caso tho girl was the daughter of 
tho plaint ill', and it could not be donied 
that thora had boon some alight service 
rendered, lie did not intend to dispute 

that ill all. Tho value of it Would bo 
for the jury to decide; but as to tliu 
residence with her friends alter leaving 
Iter home, that was another matt -r. It 
did not follow that because she was away 
fri in her home her health was such as 
would prevent her performing ordinary 
light household work. Tlie jury would 
doubtless be told that they Could give 
heavy damages for the wrong act per- 
formed by the defendant and for tho dis- 
grace and shame brought upon the family, 
and ho regretted that it was largely his 
fault that he had not been n bio to intro- 
duce such evidence as hail been ruled out 
on the grounds of inndinissubility. Hut 
when ho hud said that such ovidenco could 
be adduced lie had not at all overstated 
anything, and ho hoped tho jury would 
behevo him on this point. With respect 
to parental cure it was the duly of thn 
father to establish tho fact that he had 
exercised all due diligence and watchful 
uess over Ins child. In this instance such 
had not been [ho case, and the jury must 
remember that it was the father who was 
the plaintiff, Hot the girl, and that tlie 
father would receive whatever the amount 
of tho vordict might bo. Could it be 
said thnt tho father was blameless or that 
ho had exercised proper parental caution 1 
He permitted his daughter to be out at 
all hours of tho night, coming home at 
hor pleasure, and ho never once nuked the 
defendant whether ho was paying his ad- 
dresses ol not to the girl, in face of this 
neglect ho came hero for §20,000 for 
something that ho did not value or caro 
for when he had it— $20,000 lor Ins 
daughter's character winch ho cared not 
for when she was puro. Tho learned 
counsel would ask tho jury not to oiler a 
premium tu negligence; nut to on courage 
parents to permit their daughturs to run 
at large and ho exposed to all temptation. 
Ho did nor. wish to say anything unkind 
about the father, but had he stiown the 
parental care which he should have done, 
was thero any sympathy duo to him I 
Thoro might possibly bo some sympathy 
for the girl, but tho jury would re- 
member that tho girl wan not tho 
plaintiff, It was tho father who sought 
damages. What would bo thought of 
a huBbauul wdio pormittod bis wife to 
have a latch key and come homo at any 
hour of tho night. And in this case tho 
girl was; and her mother deaf and tho 
father negligent of that which ho now 
asked 820,1X10 for. It was owing to tho 
neglect of the father that the clandestine 
meetings wore held. Tho propositions 
did not conio from the girl for those meet- 
ings, but bIio agreed to them on the con- 
dition that they should bo clandestine 
Tho meetings continued uud eventually 
the girl falls: the dofondant falls: they 
both fall, they know not how. lint a 
Erirl who on her own testimony admits 
that she consonted because of the promise 
of marriage is a girl with hor wits abou; 
hor. Khe makes a contract. She knows 
what she is doing and is capable of taking 
caro of herself. It had been testified by 
the defendant that tho unfortunate oc 
curroucQ to the girl took place in an un- 
finished house amongst the debris of 
plasterer and bricklayer. Could thero bo 
anything inoro u'nromanticf Sho doubt- 
less went into tliu building with hor oyua 
open, although she might not have known 
what was going to happen. Thero wore 
doubtless fond and impassioned embraces, 
but tho girl was certainly a consenting 
party. Tho learned counsel next com 
meiited en tho manner in which Miss 
Wark submitted to bur croBB-oxaininatioil, 
the coolness sho exhibited and tlie lack of 
pain she was put to. Referring to tho let- 
ters put in counsel said that ho had 
glaumed at them, but not to remember 
thuir contents. But what was the object 
of tlio girl keeping tho littlo scraps of un- 
signed papur? It was doubtless to force 
the defendant to marry hor. That was 
certainly the ground work uf tho action, 
whether the defendant loved hor or not 
or whether ho had evor promised to marry 
her or had not promised. In this unhappy 
casu thero wsb a ludicrous incident as 
there generally was in all matters of life 
That was the poisoning episode, when tho 
girl made a throat to poison herself aud 
the defendant consented to go to hor 
funeral. She did buy tho laudanum but 
sho admitted that sho did not intend to 
take it. Counsel next referred to tho 
visitH of Miss Wark to tho drill shod, and 
said that the reason sho was told to luavo 
thero was because it wan no placo for a 
young lady who had any regard for hur 
own good name in society. The order to 
"go homo" was no reUoQtion on the 
school of gunnery as counsel for tho prose- 
cution had contended. It was simply an 
net of kindness to tell tho girl to go homo, 
for n barrack room was no placo for a 
modest girl unprotected. The jury would 
havo to satisfy themselves that the preg- 
nancy of the girl wns caused by tho de - 
fendant, himself. There was no certainty 
of it. Her chastity being lust, who could 
say was tho cause of tho pregnancy ( The 
learned counsel would also ask the jury 
to consider what the dofondant had really 
done. Ho had not broken one of the ten 
commandments. His groat sin was that 
he had been "found out," Truo, it was a 
sin tn deprive a girl of her chastity nndor 
ordinary circumstances. But in this case 
tho girl was a consenting party and 
willingly continued her intercourse with 
the defendant. Was that seduction! 
Could it bo seduction whon, if tho do- 



fondant is to be believed, sho put a box nt 
the bedroom window to resist tho de- 
fendant to enter the room, aud when the 
defendant had only to whistle to get tho 
girl to come to him. It would bo for the 
jury to consider tu what degree the young 
lady was a willing party to the alleged 
seduction, and in conclusion tlie loarnod 
counsel submitted that thero were no 
grounds for asking for damages for that 
which tho plaintiff did not caro for or 
guard when lie possessed it. 

Hon. Mr. Davie then rose to address 
the jury but before doing so his Lordship 
said that it was propur that he should 
read the letters put in. 

Counsel replied that he intended to 
read and refer to them in his address to 
the jury. 

His Lordship— Perhaps that reading 
will bo us good as my reading them. 

Mr. Wilson— I should prefer your Lord- 
ship's reading. 

His Lordship— Lot the case go on. 

Hun. Mr. Davie then addressed tho 
jury and submitted that if over there had 
boon a caso of sotlliction this was one. It 
had boon sot up for tho defence that tho 
seduction was duo to the neglect of tho 
fatherj but oven if such neglect had 
existed that was all the more reason wdiy 
the girl should have received tho pro 
toe t ion instead of tho abuse and sin which 
tho defendant admitted he had committed. 
Tho defendant hail attempted to create 
the impression ou the minds of the jury 
that Miss Wark was immodest and im- 
moral, but theru was not a tittlu of 
evidence to support this insinuation. The 
loarned counsel thou referred to tho 
marriage contemplated and the love let- 
ters passing from tho defendant to Miss 
Wark, ami said that I bore could be no 
shadow of doubt thnt the defendant in- 
tended marriage and tho whole toner of 
the letters went to show this. Ho ivould 
not road iho letters, for that was un- 
necessary; 'he jury as men of the world 
and the fathers of families would know 
what they meant. Tho following extract 
however, taken from one of tho letters 
would show tho defendant 1 )-, disposition 
towards Miss Wark: — 

"It is awfully lonely; write me often 
long letters, you have much more to write 
about than I have. And now goodbye, 
with heaps of love and kisses. 

Ever your loving 
J. II." 

The learned counsel having handed tho 
package of letters le his Lordship ox- 
plained to the jury the law mi seduction 
and submitted that tho wrongful act was 
complete. The illness of the girl and 
the loss of service had been fully estab- 
lished. The defendant. with undue 
effrontery had tried to make out thai the 
end was of immodest and immoral 
character; but i( she were immodest tho 
defendant himself was the side cause of 
it. Why did in- mil como into court like 
an honorable man and admit that ho 
cmild not marry the girl aud say ho wus 
willing to submit to whatever damages 
might bo deemed just; The evidence of 
the girl and the defendant showed that 
the latter wus jealous of tho chastity of 
tho former and lint he was reluctant to 
tell his mother Vet tho defendant got 
into tho box and attempted to make it 
appear that tlie girl was generally im- 
moral anil thai some other person was the 
cause of her pregnancy. 1 1 is conduct in 
court and that of Ins brother, who ap 
poured to gloat over the case, was 
repugnant, for it must have boon observed 
that they were laughing and snickering 
when tho sadness of the evidence should 
have impressed the defendant with shame. 
Ho hoped thai the jury would not esteem 
the chastity of n girl at a mere money 
price and a very low price at that; hut by 
thoir verdict would show to the world 
liliet* ili#r>r^«uft,.tn of diissiu. ilicir doHiro 
to punish tlio dofondant and sot an 
example to others. The defendant might 
havo made some reparation to tho girl in 
tho shape of marriage and I ho world 
would have taken liim by the hand and 
said you have done an honorable thing, 
you havo made the amende for your sin 
and saved the girl so far as you could. 
Hut Do; instead of this there was 
effrontery anil imputation of immorality. 
The learned counsel hoped the jury 
would give his client swingeing damages, 
such damages as would punish the de- 
fendant and be u warning to others of his 
class. 

His Lordship, before proceeding to dir- 
ect the jury, remarked that ho had had 
only a very tew minutes to peruse the let- 
tors, seine of which dated as far back as 
1S7S. Hut many of them really hud no 
important hearing on the case. His lord- 
ship then explained to the jury tho differ- 
ence between tlio crime of rape and tliu 
sin of seduction and remarked that tho 
former was accomplished by violence 
whilst the latter was by fraud. In seduc- 
tion not only was the body obtained pos- 
session of, but tho mind was corrupted 
and that corruption had to take place bo- 
fore the body could be possessed. He 
then explained that the word seduction 
was derived from two latiu words, one of 
which was dux, a leader, and in seduction 
it meant a leader into evil and harm, a 
falso leader. lie made these remarks be- 
cause ho had been asked the meaning of 
the word "seduction" and he hoped that 
this would be the last occasion on which 
there wou'.d bo any nocossity for such a 
request, so long as he had tlio honor 
tu occupy a seat on tho beach. The 
counsel for the defendant had contondod 
that tho preservation of tho letters by Miss 
Wark was a scheme to sue the defendant 
for breach of promise or to get him to 
marry her. But could it ba possible that 
in 1878 Miss Wark foresaw hor present 
unfortunate condition and realized that 
these proceedings would result I As to 
the loss of services sustained by the plain- 
tiff there could bo no doubt about that. 
The evidence was clear on that point. 
And us to the pregnancy I he jury as men 
of the world would form their own ideas. 
Thoro was not imputation or testimony of 
misconduct with any other man than the 
defendant and hence the deduction wus 
obvious. Further, there could be no 
doubt but that tlio defendant would havo 
married the girl had he boon loft to him- 
self; but tho fear of offending his mother 
seemed to have prevented him. It had 
been said too by the defence that the 
evidence as to .Miss Work's threat to take 
poison was a jocund and humorous inci- 
dont; but his lordship foiled entirely to 
see whore the joke was. A man whon he 
gained possession of a woman ami caused 
the trouble such as bad been caused Miss. 
Wark littlo knew the working and dread- 
ful anxiety on lhal woman's mind. Sho 
would destroy herself and put an end to 
her offspring rather than live out tho dis- 
grace to llmHolf and dishonor to her 
family. As tu the girl's character there 
was no proof of previous immodesty or 
levity and the only defence tho defendant 
sot up was for mitigation of damages owing 
to tho carelessness and neglect of the 
fathor. Aud the very thing tho plaintiff 
complained of— the corruption of |n 3 
daughter — was the very thing (ho dofond- 
ant held upas a shield. As to tho inter- 
course that was admitted and his lordship 
said he bad no course other than to direct 
the jury to give n ''erdict for tho plaintiff. 

Mr. Wilson asked his lordship to diruct 



the jury to exclude from their verdict any 
loss from a possible broach of promise of 
marriage. 

His lordship Baid that was understood 
and assented to by the prosecution. 

The jury retired to consider thoir ver- 
dict at 11:30 o'clock and at 1:15 p. m. re- 
turned with a vordict fur plaintiff for 
50,500. 

.. Mr. Wilson, for defendant, asked that 
the caso bo set down on motion for judg- 
ment. 

His lordship stated that ho would now 
give judgment for the amount of tho ver- 
dict and having done so discharged the 
jury. 

Hon. Mr. Davie stated that he would 
consult with his clients before deciding 
whether to bring on tho case of breach of 
promise of marriage against tho defend- 
ant. 

Tho court then adjourned.

Second Crossing ol the Colum- 
bia Kivcr. 



Messrs. James MoCaully and A. C. 
Murchison left the second crossing of the 
Columbia river, east end of Eagle Pass, 
on tho li2d inst., and drove a double team 
to Kumloops, arriving here Sunday. 
They report snow about two and a half 
feel deep coining across Ragle Pass, road 
well broken. Mr. Murchison reports 
that when he loft the railway track (about 
fifteen miles this side of first crossing) a 
large force wore employed and great ac- 
tivity prevailed, notwithstanding the con- 
tinuous snowing and the occasional cold 
snaps. Mr. Murchison was highly pleased 
with the locution for a town site at tho 
second crossing, and states that already 
parties are on hand to settle down there; 
they number at present thirty or forty 
buildings, while perhaps 100 moie ure 
looking around for chances, floods at the 
camps welt! cheap. Larue number of 
teams on hand and freighting got through 
without delay. Quite a number of men 
were constantly on the road traveling both 
west and east and, as a matter of course, 
the usual complaints wore heard, and 
wanderers looking for easier jobs with, if 
possible, better pay. Three white ladies, 
Mrs. Stevenson, Mrs. Wright and Mrs. 
Horse are at tho second crossing. Mr. 
Stevenson, C. K. , is preparing for tho 
railway bridge over tho river. A t|uanlity 
of liquor is known to be secreted along 
tho line, aud now that barracks are being 
erected at the second crossing, aud 
mounted police stationed there, it was 
thought evil doors will bo hold in check.

In L8(il, after Col. Baker, tho gifted 
orator wdio perished at Bull's liluff, had 
boen elected to the United States Senate 
for Otegon, ho returned to San Francisco 
by way of Victoria.

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Two Vessels nt Barclay Sound 
for Refuge— Large amount 
of Wreckage. 



Captain Reed, of tho ship Spartan, 
which left San Frauciaco on Jan. 15th, in 
ballast for Port Towusoild, arrived in this 
city last oveniug from Barclay Sound by 
tho ateam schooner Dolphin, his vessel 
having put into that harbor leaking. 
Fair weather was inui with until the 129th 
Jan. she passed in by Tatoosh light, whon 
thick and heavy weather was encountered, 
and on the morning of the liOtli the ship 
wont ashore near Tatoosh Island, but 
almost immediately floated. The woather 
continued thick, and after boating around 
for five days, the ship having sprung a 
leak the captain was forced to put into 
Barclay Sound, tho water having gained 
on them until a depth of five foot was in 
tho hold, and tho pumps clogging. Tho 
ship is now anchored under Dolby island, 
and tho pumps are kept going night and 
day by the crow and a number of Indians. 
Tho Dolphin being at tho Sound, Captain 
Rood took passage for this placo and will 
return to his vossol as booh <is ho procures 
tho necessary assistance, to got tho ship 
out of danger. 

Tho bark Columbia, Capt. Davidson, 
from Sun Francisco to Bellingham Bay in 
ballast, was also compelled to put into tho 
Sound for refuge from tho weather, and 
will leave by the first favorablo wind for 
her destination. 

The Dolphin reports a largo quantity of 
wreckage all along tho coast. A piece uf 
a boat with a pair of gum boots, overalls 
and tobacco, lots of bottles of whiskey, 
brandy and wine, the top of a ship's cabin, 
ii pair of oars and cabin steps have como 
ashore. A vessel has without doubt boon 
lost with all hands.

Govcrnor-GencraTs Speech. 

Tho full text of tho speech was received 
yesterday. Parliament is congratulated 
upon thu abundant harvest and tho gen- 
eral condition of thu Dominion.

A bankruptcy act 
and a report on Hudson's Bay navigation 
aro promised. Tho Dominion will bo 
represented at tho Antwerp exhibition. 

Nanaiitio.

For tho first time in many months thero 
was not a sea going vossol in the twin 
harbsra of Nanaimo and Departure Bay 
on Thursday.

Intending to go to 
thoir assistance ho started to run ovor tho 
logs whon ho miasod his footing and dis- 
appeared bonoath the loirs. His body 
has not yet boon found despite tho en- 
duavora of his companions and as tho cur- 
rent is very strong it is feared that it will 
Dover bo recovered. The accident liai 
cast a gloom ou tho community of Oomox 
moro ospociully as the man was very popu- 
lar.

To tiik Editor:— -In tho course of his 
wild ravings against tho Methodist mis- 
sionaries on tho Northwest coast tho mem- 
bor for Cassiar lauded Mr. Clifford iib a 
model gentleman in every aonso, ono on 
whoso every word you could rely. An

[Now York Sun.] 
" Moon blindness, " said an old sailor, 
gazing at the upper rigging of a Cull- 
iornia clipper near \\ all Street ferry, 
"why, of course there's such a thing. 
I've seen it often. I had a touch of it my- 
self once. I don't see, though, how the 
English rear admiral makes out that the 
loss of the gunboat Wasp was duo to 
moon blindness. It gets its riame, not he- 
i*ftnse a man who has it can't see din 
tinctly under the moonlight, but because 
ii is caused by sleeping with the moon 
shining on the face. You know at once 
when you have it. In fact, you often 
get stone blind, and remain so for a 
month or more. I can't imagine how it 
could occur near England, for people are 
not likely to sleep in the moonshine 
there. 

"In die China rea and the Indian ocean it 
is well known. The Lascar, frequently 
have it, and when a passenger steamer re- 
mains for a night at the port the captain 
generally warn* everybody who wants to 
sleep on" deck — and most of them do in 
those latidudes— to he careful to keep 
well under tho awning. I remember once 
landing a passenger nt Singapore quite j 
blind. lie persisted in sleeping on the j 
forecastle head, as wo lay for a night in j 
I'euang, and the moon Miotic on bis face 
for live or six hours. When bo awoke his I 
sight was gone, and bethought it was still ; 
niirlit, though the sun had aroused him. i 
We went back to Calcutta, and when we j 
reached Singapore on our next trip he had 
recovered, hat he bated the sight of the 
moon ever afterward. 

"L never knew n ease of moon blindness 
that was not cured. Yoa have only to 
keep in the dark until night comes back. 
Mine was only partial blindness, though 
the sight of one eye was nearly gone. 1 
was well in a week. The attack is goner- 
ally accompanied by a bad sick headache, | 
but most people are too much frighteued | 
to think about that. I never heard of a 
woman being afflicted with moon bliud- I 
ness. "
